Official Suggests If Powers 
Use Boycott, Tokio Will 
‘Slam Open Door’ — 
Plans for Jehol Invasion 
Proceeding.

TOKIO, Feb. 13.—The Cabinet ap- 
hmoved and the Emperor sanctioned 
oday a message to the League of 
Nations declaring Japan was ada- 
mant on maintaining the inde- 
mendence of the Japanese-sponsored 
state of Manchukuo in Manchuria. 

The message was telegraphed to 
feneva in reply to a League,of Na- 
ions demand for a yes or no an- 
wer on Manchukuo.

Fnese reply means the end of con- 

iliation in its dispute with China 
and brings Japan to the verge of 
withdrawal or excommunication 
rom the League. A Foreign Office 
spokesman said he believed Japan’s 
withdrawal from the League was 4 
oregone conclusion in view of the 
meport and recommendations draft- 
od by a League subcommittee, call- 
ing for a commission of Powers, in- 
Juding the United States and Rus- 
sia, to direct negotiations between 
China and Japan. 

A heavy slump in the Tokio 
Stock Exchange resulted today 
from the League crisis, leading 
shares falling 8 to 15 points. 

Outcome Had Been Forecast. 

Japanese officials have held all 
along that the nature of the 
Ieacue’s recommendations would 
fecide whether Japan would remain 
in the League or withdraw. Now 
that these recommendations have 
been drawn up, it was stated flatly 
that Japan would not deal with 
a commission of, powers such as the 
one. proposed.

PHOTOS EVIDENCE IN 
RADIUM WATER DEATH 


Enough Radium Said to Be in 
Bone of E. M. Byers to Pro- 
duce Image on Plate. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Photo- 
graphic evidence said to prove that 
Eben M. Byers, Pittsburgh manu- 
facturer and sportsman, died as a 
direct result of drinking “radium 


water” for his health, is contained 
in the current issue of the Journal 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 

The proof, in the form of pic- 
tures showing the radio-activity of 
bones from Byers’ skeleton, is sup- 
plied by Dr. Algxander O. Gettler, 
toxicologist at Bellevue Hospital, 
and Dr. Charles Norris, medical 
examiner of New York. 

One photograph shows there is‘ 
enough radium in a femur from 
Byers’ body to produce an image on 
a photographic plate. Another plate 
shows a much greater redioactiv- 
ity in a veterbra from Byers’ 
skeleton. This plate shows’ the 
vertebra can perfectly outline it- 
self on the photographic plate by 
radium emanations from the bone. 

Two other plates show that dan- 
gerous quantities of radium were 
contained in Byers’ jawbone and 
his teeth.

DENVER, Colo. Feb.' 13. — 
Charles Boettcher II, 31-year-old 
member of a prominent Colorado 
family and heir to a large fortune, 
is held by kidnapers for $60,000 ran- 
som. 

Two masked men accosted him 
and his wife at the garage as they 
returned from a party at midnight, 
forced them into an upstairs room 
of their home, remained several 
minutes, handed the wife a ran- 
som note and departed with Boett- 
cher in an automobile. 

Detectives and police who 
swarmed to the home and then 
started a search for Boettcher an- 
nounced they were told a watch- 
man on the grounds had been in- 
formed of the kidnaping shortly 


after it occurred, but that after an 
investigation he decided nothing 
was amiss. 

Police said the watchman, whom 
they identified only as Stephens, re- 
ceived his information from a cook 
in a neighboring home, who relat- 
ed to detectives she and a man

who said he feared a robbery or 
a kidnapping was taking place. 

Investigators said the men, both 
armed, said to Mrs. Boettcher when 
she received the ransom demand: 
“Give this to Claude and don’t read 
it. He’ll know what to do.” Claude 
is Boettcher’s father, Claude K. 
Boettcher. 

Partial Text of N ote. 


The note, typewritten on a piece 
of white paper, read in part: 

“Don’t notify the police. Tell 
Claude Boettcher he better get $60,- 
000 ransom. He better do business. 
Follow instructions. Notify us 
through a personal ad in the news- 
papers. Say, ‘Ready to come home, 
Mabel, when you’re ready.’ Don’t 
forget the Lindbergh baby would 
still be alive if the ransom had been 
paid.”

EADS BRIDGE OWNERS LOSE |

Marlowe P. Miles, 22 years old, 
shot his 15-year-old wife, Mrs. 
Arline Miles, and then shot and 
killed himself in a rooming house 
at 1515 Missouri avenue shortly 
after 9 a. m. today. The young 
wife, critically wounded in the 
abdomen, is in City Hospital. 

Miles, a drug clerk, and his girl 
bride were married in Granite City 
Dec. 1. They lived at 1967 McCaus- 
land avenue until a few days ago 
and he was employed at the Robert 
E. Lee Hotel Pharmacy, Eighteenth 
and Pine streets. 

Last Wednesday, the young wife 
said, she left her husband after a 
quarrel. Saturday she went to the 
Missouri avenue rooming house, 
where her stepmother, Mrs. Har- 
vick Adams, has a room, and where 
she had visited Mrs. Adams before. 
She remained with her stepmother 
over Sunday. 

Miles appeared at the rooming 
house about 9 and asked the pro- 
prietor, William Crews, whether 
Mrs. Miles was there. Crews in- 
vited him in and he went to Mrs. 
Adams’ room, Mrs. Adams having 
gone to her work at a downtown 
wholesale millinery house. 

“When he came into the room,” 
the wife said at the hospital, “he 
locked the door, and said, ‘I’ve got 
bus fare for us to go back home.’ 
I had already told him I wasn’t go- 
ing with him, and didn’t mean to 
live with him any more. 

“ ‘Tf you don't come along, I’m go- 
ing to kill you,’ he said. I told him 
to forget it, and I would make him 
a cup of coffee. I went to the elec- 
tric plate to fix the coffee. 

“T talked alonX, trying to calm 
him, and thought he was out of the 
notion of killing me, when sudden- 
ly he said, ‘If I can’t have’ you, no- 
body else will.’ Then he drew his 
revolver and shot me, and I heard 
him fire again.” 

Other roomers found Miles’ body 
across the bed, a bullet through the 
chest, and the wife lying on the 
floor, near the electric plate.

Chamber Refuses, 212 to 
174, to Take Up Bill 
Aimed at Countries with 
Low Currencies. 


PARTISAN LINES 
SHARPLY DRAWN 


Majority Bound Tightly by 
Caucus to Oppose Legis- 
lation Which the Repub- 


licans Favored.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13-—-A 
Democratic majority, bound tightly 
by. a party caucus, defeated by a 
212-to-174 vote in the House today 
the last Republican chance to get 
consideration at this session of leg- 
islation to increase tariffs to off- 
set depreciations in foreign cur- 


rencies. 

The ballot was on a motion to 
take from the Ways and Means 
Committee the Crowther bill for 
automatic increases in duties 
against _ depreciated currency 
countries. Both parties had con- 
ferred on the issue, with Repub- 
licans agreeing to support it and 
Democrats to oppose. 

Only three Democrats—Hill of 
Washington, Martin of Oregon and 
Connery of Massachusetts—left 
party ranks to vote with the mi- 
nority. 

Fifteen Republicans and Kvale, 
Farmer-Laborite, voted with the 
Democrats. The Republicans were: 
Amlie, Christgau, Gilchrist, Guyer,, 
Hoch, Hope, Morton D. Hull, La 
Guardia, Lambertson, McGugin, 
Nelson of Wisconsin, Peavey, 
Schneider, Sparks and Stafford. 


Piea by Schafer. 


Representative . Schafer (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, author of the petition, 
made the discharge motion imme- 
diately after the House convened. 

“This is a vote only for consid- 
eration of this legislation,’ Scha- 
fer said. “It should not be ap- 
proached from a partisan stand- 
point. | 

“It is a vote for American prod- 
ucts first and for foreign products 
second. I call on the Democratic 
and Republican progressives to 
vote to bring this truly American 
legislation before the House.” 

Campbell (Rep.), Iowa, joined 
Schafer in the plea that the House 
have an opportunity to consider 
the bill. 


Chairman Collier of the Ways 
and Means Committee opened for 
the opposition. 

“Every man who votes for this 
is not only voting for an embargo 
against all the world, but is in- 
dorsing the Hawley-Smoot tariff 
act,” Collier said. “The Huawley- 
Smoot bill has done more to ag- 
gravate and continue this depres- 
sion than any other one thing. The 
American people repudiated this act 
at the last election.” 


Vinson Addresses House. 


Another Democrat, Vinson of 
Kentucky, told the House imports 
were declining, not increasing. 

“Pass this bill and it would not 
apply to France, which still is on 
the gold standard,” Vinson said. 

“France would be preferred over 
Canada, our neighbors to the north, 
and Great Britain, our cousins 
across the sea, who walked up and 
put her money on the barrel head 
and met her obligations when they 
were due.” 

Vinson said Childblom had voted 
against the Crowther bill in com- 
mittee last spring. Chindblom said 
he had thought then that prices 
and wages would go up in depre- 
ciated currency. 

“But that hasn’t occurred,” 
Chindblom said, “and now I favor 
the bill.” 

Representative Crowther (Rep.), 
New York, author of the bill, said 
that if “mohair from angora goats 
and rice from Arkansas would get 
some protection, this legislation 
would pass.” 

“Speaker Garner is a protection- 
fst at heart,” Crowther said, “al- 
though he did not say much in the 
last campaign.” 


BANKRUPTCY RELIEF LIMITED

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The 
Senate Judiciary Committee today 
favorably reported a bankruptcy 
relief bill to apply at this time only 
to individual and farm debtors and 


leaving railroad and other corpo- 
rate relief for the next Congress. 

Committeemen said that while 
there was general agreement that 
railroad reorganization and other 
corporation debt adjustment was 
needed, inclusion of these sections 
in the legislation would endanger 
passage at this session, 

The farm section of the Senate 
bill provides that on application of 
15 farmers in-any county, a Fed- 
eral Court may appoint a concilia- 
tion commissioner to consider their 
application for cash settlement or 
extension of time to pay. Pending-a 
decision on the farmers’ application,

GOV. BRYAN PROCLAIM 
FORECLOSURE HOLIDAY 


Nebraska Executive Calls on 
Farm and Home Mortgagees 
to Suspend Sales. 


By the Associated Press. 
LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 13.—Gov. 


Charles W. Bryan today issued an 
“emergency” proclamation calling 
on farm and home mortgage hold- 
ers to suspend all foreclosures un- 
til the State Board of Concilation, 


the Legislature and Congress could 
act. 

The Governors board to mediate 
between farm creditors and debt- 
ors was organizing advisory com- 
mittees. The Nebraska House of 
Representatives will debate a 
mortgage moratorium measure 
this week. 

Suffering from heart disease, 
Gov. Bryan issued his brief proc- 
lamation through his secretary. It 
read: 

“In view of the unusual economic 

condition in Nebraska due to the 
low price of agricultural products 
which is causing a large number of 
to be foreclosed on 
farms, home and personal prop- 
erty, I recently appointed a State 
Board of Conciliation that will, in 
my judgment, be able to satisfac-, 
torily settle all disputes between 
debtor and creditor. 
“While that board is completing 
its State-wide organization that 
will take but a few days and pend- 
ing the enactment by the Legisla- 
ture of an effective mortgage re- 
spite or moratorium act, I pro- 
claim that an emergency exists 
and I call on all owners and 
holders of mortgages on Nebraska 
farms and homes to suspend ll 
foreclosures and forced sales, and 
to withhold all court proceedings 
of every nature until the Board of 
Conciliation completees its organi- 
zation and until the Legislature 
and Congress can act.” 


Indiana Meeting to Consider Tax

W. H. Settle, president of the In- 
diana Farm Bureau, Inc., today said 
farm owners and other property tax 
owners have been called to a meet- 
ing here next Thursday to consider 
a tax strike pending legislation by 
the General Asembly to broaden the 
tax base. 

The Farm Bureau, Settle said, is 
demanding the enactment of a sales 
tax measure and other tax legisla- 
tion that will distribute the burden 
now carried by farmers and other 
property owners.

COAL OPERATOR'S SON 
ACCUSED IN KILLING 


Charged with Manslaughter in 
Death of Blind Man at 
Springfield, IIl. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 13. — 
William M. Ryan Jr., a special dep- 
uty, is charged with involuntary 
manslaughter in the fatal shooting 
of Harold Chapman, partly blind, 
Friday night. Ryan has been re- 
leased on $5000 bond signed by his 
father, president of the Central Illi- 
nois Coal Minigg Co. 

Chapman was killed by a bullet 
while waiting for a freight train to 
pass a crossing here. He was shot 
through the head, Ryan was rid- 
ing in the freight train. He has 
been sworn in as a special deputy 
to guard coal from his father’s 


mines. _ . 

The decision to arrest Ryan was 
made after the State’s Attorney had 
questioned S. R. Kelly, brakeman 
on the -rain. 

Kelly told the prosecutor that 
after the shooting he told Ryan, 
“You got a man at Ninth street.” 
Ryan replied, “I aimed to,” accord- 
ing to Kelly. 

Kelly also told the State’s At- 
torney that about three weeks ago 
Ryan had a shotgun and fired 
down the length of the train. Kelly 
warned him at that time that he 
would kill someone and Ryan 
laughed about it, Kelly . declared. 
Kelly said he did not see the shoot- 
ing Friday night but had heard the 
shots. He said he had become ac- 
customed to getting himself out of 
the range of fire when the shoot- 
ing started. 

The Coroner has ordered the 
bullet removed from Chapman’s 
body for an examination to deter- 
mine whether the bullet came from 
the gun Ryan was carrying. Offi- 
cers said Ryan had admitted shoot- 
ing his gun in the vicinity of the 
shooting and said that Ryan said 
he had been shooting at a group 
of men alleged to have been steal- 
ing coal from the freight cars. 

Chapman’s sight was so poor it 
is said he could not see at all at 
night. Eugene Gorbett, who was 
with Chapman, said they were en 
route to visit friends and were 
forced to wait at the northeast 
corner of the crossing. 

Gorbett in a signed statement 
said that Chapman was holding his 
arm when the shots were ftred. 

“Someone started firing from the 
coal car next to the engine,” he 
said, “and then I felt Chapman lose 
rs grip on my arm and saw him 
all,’ 


Dallas Man Dies of Wounds. 

DALLAS, Tex., Feb. 13.—Justin 
Stein, 54 years old, died in a hos- 
pital today of bullet wounds inflict- 
ed by Noah Roark, prominent Dal- 
las attorney, Friday in a downtown 
office building which Stein man- 
aged. Roark was formally charged 
with murder. William McCraw, de- 
fense attorney, declared Roark “is 
unquestionably insane,” and said 
no attempt would be made to ob- 
tain his client’s release on bond. 
Physicians said Arthur B. Strauch, 
secretary to Stein, who also was 
shot, would recover.

Summary of Baruch Views as Given 
to Senators.

Among the suggestions by Baruch 
were: 

An international agreement on 
silver. 

Revision of the Versailles Treaty 
to “remove the age-old causes for 
world conflict,” and thus speed 
disarmament. 

the profits of farm 
by output. 

Aids to rapid liquidation of 
debts. 

Encouragement -of rapid con- 
sumption of commodity surpluses 
and control of productive capacity. 

Baruch listed four causes of the 
depression: Inflation due to the 
war; debts and taxes, national self- 
containment; excess productive ca- 
pacity. 

He summarized his ideas de- 
signed for national and world re- 
covery thus: “First and foremost, 
adequate provision against human 
suffering; second, put Federal 
credit beyond doubt; third, aids to 
rapid liquidation of debt; fourth, 
plans to encourage rapid consump- 
tion of commodity surpluses and 
to control productive capacity; 
fifth, determination of policy on 
world economics, disarmament 
and debt.” 

He urged a “beer tax” and im- 
mediate repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, 

He outlined a five point program 
for the nation’s fiscal policy, as 
follows: “$800,000,000 of actual and 
certain saving; $150,000,000 of new 
revenue from beer; all emergency 
appropriations to be covered by 
new revenue sufficient for sinking 
fund and interest thereon; aban- 
donment of the present Treasury 
method of financing the deficit; 
restriction of Government aid to 
debtors to immediate revision of 
the bankruptcy act and to a con- 
tingent liability on a guarantee of 
interest on scaled down debts to 
be applied only on prudent risks.” 

His Farm Mortgage Pian. 

Dealing at length with the farm 
problem, Baruch presented his two 
plans. 


First, he proposed a farm\mort- 
gage plan, suggesting a corporation 
to issue 3 per cent tax exempt, 30- 
year bonds, with interest uncon- 
ditionally guaranteed by the Gov- 
ernment. 

The bonds would be exchanged 
for existing farm mortgages or for 
the title of foreclosed farms, but 
not to exceed 60 per cent of par of 
such mortgages. 

The mortgages would be “re- 
vised on the basis of 3% per cent 
interest on a scaled down princi- 
pal,” the effect being to write 
down the principal of existing 
mortgages by one-half and the in- 
terest rate by two thirds. 

Baruch’s second proposal for 
farm relief was to have a govern- 
mental agency rent land from farm- 
ers to be taken out of production. 
This, he said, was an “exact re- 
versal” of the principle now propos- 
ed for bounties on production.

“That is the malign center of this 
blight,” Baruch said.. “Economic 
barriers and armaments and debts 
—all these are surface stigmata. 
Unsound money is the evil to be 
crushed.” 

Unsound money, he continued, re- 
sults from nations spending more 
than they take in in revenue. 

“No nation is living within its in- 
come now and the money of all is 
unsound or suspect,” he said. “That 
is the defective cause of continued 
misery, and cure of that is the con- 
trolling principle for any council 
among nations. , 

“There is no need for long agenda 
or complicated plans. The program 
for both talk and action can be 
written on a calling card. ‘Balance 
the budgets of the world.’ 

“We should make one single and 
invariable dictum and theme of ev- 
ery discourse: 

“Balance budgets. Stop spending 
money we haven't got. Sacrifice 
for frugality and revenue. Cut 
governmental spending—cut it as 
rations are cut in a siege. Tax—tax 
everybody for everything. But take 
hungry men off the world’s pave- 
ments and let people smile again.” 


“The Cordon Sanitaire.” 


Baruch testified that, in the eco- 
nomic conference, “there is only 
one other subject worth consider- 
ing—some international agreement 
on silver.” 

“As to disarmament—both mili- 
tary and economic,” he said, turn- 
ing to the other conference, “the 
sole constructive possibility seems 
to me to be the removal of the age- 
old causes for world conflict. 

“The peace of Versailles was a 
peace dictated at the point of a 
gun. Its sanctions are failing. 

“The questions of the Silesian 
frontier, the Polish corridor, the 
Saar, the Cordon Sanitaire whjch 
France has negotiated around Ger- 
many, and many boundary and 
ethnic questions left unsettled or 
badly settled at Versailles are the 
real cause of the heavy arma- 
ment under which the world is 
groaning and, in my judgment, 
they are also the cause of most of 
the artificial trade barriers about 
which so much has been said.” 

“Built Up Tinsel Tower.” 

Reading slowly from a _  paper- 


bound booklet, he asked the com- 
mittee members to permit him to 


complete it before questioning him. 


/Senators followed him closely, read- 


ing from copies of the statement 
with which he presented each com- 
mittee member as the hearing 
opened. 

Baruch sat at the héad of the 
long table between Senator Harri- 
son (Dem.), Mississippi, and Chair- 
man Smoot. 

“We built up a tinsel tower of 
paper prosperity out of debts and 
speculative hopes and such other 
things as dreams are made of,” he 
said. 

“It lies in ruins—but the debts 
remain. What shall we do? Are we 
to try to put or keep the substance 
in things which had no substance 
in the beginning, or shall we clear 
away the wreck? 

“No return to normal living is 
possible until we clear away the 
vestiges of that wreck. Natural 
processes are working to cure ev- 
ery evil, but what have we done to 
aid that cure?” 

Favors Bankruptcy Bill. 

He said the pending bankruptcy 
bill to relieve debtors was “the sin- 
gle project to aid (and not oppose) 
natural cure.” 

“Between our present status and 
disaster there is only a thin veil 
of popular complacency and there 
are projects before you now which 
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inflate the currency.” 
‘Baruch then launched into a dis- 
ussion of what he considered the 
of inflation. He denied 


problem of the depr 
and the financing of them by ‘bank 
money’ inflation (or even the mere 
talk of monetary inflation) impair 
confidence still .more and drive 
money deeper into hiding.” 

Balance the budget, Baruch said, 
and “money will flow here from all 
the world” and “there will be more 
sound money available than all the 
inflationists propose to print.” . 

“That is the only way to restore 
to our people the means to earn 
their daily bread and that will do it, 
in my opinion, with great rapidity,” 
he added. 

The financier said the nation to- 
day faces the “moést serious” con- 
dition in its history. He said it 
was worse than war, and added he 
was willing to make any sacrifice 
“to fight this terror,” but said that 
the inflationary path is “the road 
to ruin.” 

“The Government,” he said, re 
turning to other questions, “should 
stop advancing money to pay in- 
terest and principal on private 
debts of a doubtful nature.” 

“It is a postponement and frus- 
tration of economic cure,” he gave 
warning. “I realize the danger of 
wholesale receiverships and crash 
sales on sterile markets, but the 
way to avoid that is being blazed 
by the principles of the La Guardia 
bill. (Pending bankruptcy meas- 
ure.) : 

“After debts and capital struc- 
tures are scaled down to a realis- 
tic basis, I think the Government 
could aid—not in itself assuming 
direct liability and not on any plan 
that requires it to raise money, but 
by assuming only a contingent lia- 
bility in guarantees of interest to 
support the Value of re-organized 
and scaled-down securities.” 


Domestic Allotment Plan. 

Baruch said the domestic allot- 
ment plan would increase produc- 
tion and result in a large Treasury 
deficit. 

Discussing his plan for having the 
Government rent farm land taken 
out of production, he said he would 
have the Secretary of Agriculture 
determiné the amount by which 
acreage in corn, cotton, wheat and 
tobacco should be reduced, adding 
it must be a drastic reduction the 
first year to consume the present 
surplus. 

Baruch estimafed the average 
rental would be somewhere around 
$3 an acre. 

The cost, he said, would be about 
$160,000,000, which could be raised 
by a tax on the processing of all 
cereals and textiles. 

Instead of taxing wheat 100 per 
cent, as under the domestic allot- 
ment plan, he said, it would mean a 
tax of 6 or 7 cents on all processed 
cereals, a tax on all meats of % a 
cent and a tax on textiles of % cent 
a pound. 

“Such taxation,” he added, “is 
bearable and, if assessed in this 
way, will not disturb the present 
relation of consumption of the va- 
rious commodities.”

Baruch opposed a suggestion from 
Senator King (Dem.), Utah, that 
the Treasury be authorized to buy 
silver equal in value to 5 per cent 
of the gold reserve. The _ silver 
would be added to the metallic re- 
serve of the currency and silver 
certificates issued. 

Purchase of a small amount of 
silver in normal times, with the 
Treasury in sounder condition, Ba- 
ruch said, would not adversely af- 
fect the currency, but he added: “I 
think it would have a bad effect 
now.” | 

This plan, he said, had the dan- 
ger in it that, when started, it 
would be hard to stop. He said sil- 
ver should be aided by international 
agreement.

The tan Chevrolet in which the 
men were riding has been identi- 
fied as the property of Joseph Levy, 
druggist, of Turnell, Ark., stolen in 
a holdup Jan. 19.

Officers, 
called to Peterman’s home . by 
neighbors found it in disorder with 
tables and lamps overturned in the 
living room and pots and pans 
thrown about the kitchen.

IAMES . HARVEY DES: 
STRICKEN ON A TRAIN 


Once Described as St. Louis’ 
‘‘Best Known Man About 
Town.” 


James C. Harvey, once described 
by: William Marion Reedy as the 
“best known man about town,” died 
of apoplexy last night at Pinckney- 
ville, Iil., shortly after his daugh- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. Rose Curby of the 
Senate apartments; his grandson, 
John Curby, and a payee 
reached his side. 

Mr. Harvey was stricken when on 


the way by train to a ‘wintering 
place near Biloxi, Miss., and was re- 
moved to a hospital at Pinckney- 
ville. He was 70 years old and for 
several years had not been in good 
health. 

Arrangements for the 
await the arrival of a niece, Mrs. J. 
J. Bodell, tomorrow noon from her 
home in Providence, R. I. Mr. Har- 
vey resided at the Cofigress Hotel, 
and was a member of the Racquet

Tall, of distinguished appearence 
and gracious manner, he was said 
by Reedy in the Mirror in 1918 to 
“know more prominent people in 
the United States than any other 
man in St. Louis.” Describing him 
as “the rice king,” Reedy wrote, 
“He is noted for the exquisiteness 
of the entertainments he gives his 
friends. There is na equa! to him 
in the selection of a menu for a 
little dinner.” 

He was president of the Harvey- 
Faust Brokerage Co., dealing prin- 
cipally in rice, in partnership with 
Edward A. Faust. He had been in 
that business about 35 years. He 
had provided the commodity for 
the Anheuser-Busch and other 


breweries throughout the country. | 


When he was 12 years old he de- 
cided to leave his home in Xenia, 
O., for what then was considered 
the West. He stopped at the rail- 
road station to procure food. Hear- 
ing his plans, the boy at the lunch 
counter asked him to wait until 
after the lunch hour. 

Together they rode a freight out 
of Xenia. At Indianapolis the 
lunch-boy got a job. He was Thom- 
as Taggart, later Mayor, then Gov- 
ernor, United States Senator, and 
a powerful factor in Democratic 
national party councils. 

The prime mover in their expe- 
dition could find no work there, 
and came on to St. Louis, where 
he was hired by a North Side gro- 
cer as a delivery boy. In that po- 
sition he had three close chums, 
Charles P. Higgins, later Senate 
Sergeant-at-Arms; Augustus Thom- 
as, later a playwright, and Bain- 
bridge Colby, who became Secre- 
tary of State under Woodrow Wil- 
son, 

When war broke out in 1914, Mr. 
Harvey was in London with Reedy, 
former Senator Harry B. Hawes, 
and Thomas Barnett, architect and 
artist. They had planned to join 
August A. Busch at his Rhine vil- 
la. Mr, Harvey helped to organize 
and, as executive committee mem- 
ber, to direct the American Relief 
Committe which aided hundreds of 
stranded Americans. 

Despite the travels and the so- 
cial and business activity which 
made him well-known in New Or- 
leans and other cities of this coun- 
try and Europe, Mr. Harvey was 
regarded by his friends as leading 
a simple life. He spent much of his 
leisure at the Racquet Club, where 
his mein, especially toward the 
younger men—and even in these 
times—gave:. him the affectionate 
title, “Sunny Jim.” 

Mr. Harvey is survived by a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Stanley Cozzens of New 
York. Mrs. Harig Ruenzi of St. 
Louis is a niece and Mrs. Palmer 
Clarkson Jr. a granddaughter. A 
nephew, George Sloane, resides in 
Warrensburg, Va.

Include $295,200 Worth of Corn

Mrs. Mary E. Ryder, a leader in 
labor and welfare activities, has 
been appointed as executive director 
of the Missouri Commission for the 
Blind by Gov. Park. She will begin 


her work immediately. 

Mrs. Ryder had been «ctively sup- 
ported for the position of State La- 
bor Commissioner and Industrial 
Inspector by St. Louis Jabor organi- 
zations, but failing of. this appoint- 
ment, she accepted the position 
with the Blind Commission. Her 
salary will be $3600 a year; the Ly 
bor Commissioner receives $3500. 
Appointed with Mrs. Ryder were 
jitwo new members of the commis 
sion, Edward A, Faust and James 
E. King, both of St, Louis. The 


terms of three members, Henry 
Guhleman of Jefferson City, J. Fred 
Long of Springfield and Melvin E. 
Binswanger of St. Joseph, continue, 
Mrs. Ryder, 20 years a widow, 
has long been interested in welfare 
work, and said today that “she was 
very happy in my appointment 
since it is right in line with my old 
work.” She sought the Democratic 
nomination for Congressman in the 
August primary last year but was 
defeated. 
She is a member of the Tyro- 
graphical Union and is president of 
the Joint Council of Women’s Aux- 
iliaries, an organization for the 
relatives of trade unionists, and of 
the Women’s Auxiliaries Welfare 
Association, an outgrowth of the 
Joint Council. She has led the lat- 
ter organization in the establish- 
ment of three homes for women, 
the third of which, for working 
girls who earn less than $10 a 
week, has been named after her. 
Another home will be established 
within the next month. 
Mrs, Ryder resides at 3668 West 
Pine boulevard. She is the mother 
of four children and her youngest 
son, William Ryder, is a plebe at 
West Point. She is vice-president 
of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union and chairman of its Legisla- 
tive Committee. In her new posi- 
tion she succeeds Mrs, Mary Dran- 
ga Campbell of St. Louis, who has

International Bank at Basel to Re- 
new German Credit.

STAFF IN WORLD 
WARDIES AT 72 


William Robertson Only 
Man in English Army 
Ever to Rise From Ranks 
to Be Field Marshal. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—Field Mar- 
shal Sir William Robertson died 
suddenly in his London home yes- 
terday at the age of 72. He was 
chief of the Imperial Generai Staff 
during most of the World War 

His career was without parallel 
in the British army, as he was the 
only man to rise from the ranks to 
geceive a Field Marshal's baton. 

He was awarded many decora- 
tions for service in India, South 
Africa and during the World War. 
He also received an American med- 
al and many foreign decorations. 

In 1929, in recognition of his war 
service, he received a baronetcy, the 
thanks of Parliament, and a grant 
of £10,000 (then about $48,000). 
Entered Army as Private, Chief of 

Staff in World War. 

Robertson became chief of the 
Imperial General Staff in Decem- 
ber, 1915. 

Of poor parentage, he enlisted as 
a private in the Queen's Lancers 
at the age of 18, and closed an ac- 
tive career when he received the 
baton of a Field Marshal 43 years 
later. For three years of the 
World War he was Chief of Staff. 

He was convinced that the West- 
ern front represented the decisive 
theater of war and opposed any di- 
version of force in principle, al 
though he saw to it that when op- 
erations in distant regions were 
unavoidable, commanders on the 
spot were furnished with everything 
deemed essential for success. 

He believed that the plan of 

sending fighting resources to such 
places as Palestine and Macedonia 
endangered prospects of victory at 
the decisive point and might lead 
to disaster near home. He resigned 
as Field Marshal in February, 
1918. : ; 
Robertson was born Sept. 14, 
1860, in Melbourne, Lincolnshire. 
His military career included tours 
of duty in India, the Intelligence 
Department and the Staff College. 
At the beginning of the World War 
he was appointed Quartermaster- 
General of the British Expedition- 
ary Force. He had a son and two 
daughters. He wrote two books of 
memoirs.

lections are of a world at war. He shared in the 
tumultuous joy of the armistice, even if he didn’t 
know much about what was happening. While iz 


lines were cast in pleasant places. The sup of pros 
perity blazed with a new radiance. He was in a land 
of plenty. He encountered the phrase, new economic 
era. He wanted to know what it meant. It was ex- 
plained that a happy day had come, that “hard times,” 
which he dimly remembered, would never be heard of 
again, that from now on things would be better and 
better in every way, with everyone working and play- 
ing and prospering and enjoying life more and more. 
He was in prep school when the market crashed in 
1929. That was not on the program, but it had oc 
curred, and, while it was regrettable, it was only a 
temporary halt, after which we should resume the 
grand march. 

The temporary halt has gone dismally on and on, 
deeper and darker. Abundance has vanished. The 
predicted Utopia was a mirage. Beyond the campus 
is a world of bewilderment end despair, into which 
he will be plunged in a short time, to sink or swim. 
He has never known a normal world. 

How has all this come about, and what is his col- 

lege going to do for him to prepare him for the 
battle? 
Mr. Lamont undertook to answer both questions. 
There has been no peace in the world since 1914. 
When the guns were stilled at last on the battlefields 
of France, the nations rushed into an economic war 
on the whole world front. Following the colossal 
sacrifice of blood and treasure in the war to end war, 
and the promise of an enlightened internationalism, 
there was a swift revulsion to intense nationalism. 
The impossible conditions of the Versailles Treaty, 
with its “astronomical reparations,” made economic 
recovery impossible. What of our own glittering 
period of prosperity? We first declared war on @ des- 
titute world by raising our tariff. We would not 
buy. We were all for selling. How could we sell 
to an impoverished world which we would not let 
trade with us? We would lend them the money. So 
that stupendous foreign trade of ours, with its new 
dimensions of prosperity and its harbinger of the 
Utopian era, was erected on the quicksand of bor- 
rowed money. There may have been wretchedly bad 
business judgment in many of the loans, wanton ava- 
rice in some of them, but the entire post-war polity 
Was wrong. 

Well, what is to be done about it? How is the 
university going to equip the student for his part in 
the future? The charge is made that many college 
professors are teaching, or, at least, preaching, So-| 
cialism. That, Mr. Lamont remarks, is contrary to 
his judgment. But Socialism is unquestionably get- 
ting a hearing now, where once it was summarily 
ejected, and even Communism seems attractive to the 
youth of today, who, told by many tongues that the 
old order has broken down, is seeking to get hold 
of something that pretends to offer a solution, some 
thing in which he can have faith. 

Mr. Lamont does not think the old order has gone 
to smash. The capitalistic system, if that is the 
name for it. has been in operation since the Dart 
Ages and, whatever its faults or failures, humanity 
has steadily progressed under it. And before it is 
junked it ought, he thinks, to be given a really fair 
trial under intelligent direction. How is that intelli- 
gent direction to be obtained? That is where the col- 
lege comes in. Says Mr. Lamont: 


If I were to make a plea to our universities— 
to both students and teachers—it would be to set 
up the scientific method as a goal to almost 
every end. In training the mind of our youth 
- « « We should urge always the scientific 
method. That method proceeds by experimenta- 
tion. by making a disinterested search for truth, 
by getting the facts and seeing where they lead. 
- « »- This means that no fixed and static 
dogmas can necessarily stand unchanged in a 
changing world. They must give way to fit the 
altered conditions. Our universities can give the 
student the spirit of this scientific approach to 
most efforts of human endeavor, not only to the 
realm of abstract knowledge, but to a vast num- 
ber of the practical affairs of every-day life, to 
sociology, religion, business, politics, government.

NINE MILLION ACRES. 

A few days ago the Post-Dispatch commended to 
the attention of Missouri thé forest work programs 
of California, New York and other states in connec 
tion with the relief of the unemployed. Missouri, we 
pointed out, is admirably fitted for a program of pro 
gressive reforestation, yet nothing has been done 
about it. Worth noting in this regard is the report 
on Missouri issued by Charles Lathrop Pack, presi- 
dent of the American Tree Association, who has just 
concluded a nation-wide survey of the extent of idle 
forest land. With only 100,000 acres of virgin tim- 
ber left, Missouri has now 39,000,000 acres which have 
been burned over to prevent natural reforestation. 
This is notwithstanding the fact that Missouri each 
year consumes some 600,000,000 more board feet of 
lumber than it cuts. Such a condition in a state 
with the natural forest land of the Ozarks is a seri- 
ous indictment of its economy and vision. Were the 
times normal it should be corrected. At the present, 
when other states are finding a measure of unem- 
ployment relief through work in the forests, action is 
doubly urgent.

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THE NEW NEGRO HOSPITAL. 

A solution of the Negro hospital problem is con- 
tained in a bill introduced in the Board of Aldermen 
by President Neun. It proposes to add $1,500,000 of 
bend issue funds, now allocated to the abandoned 
project of a northeast approach to the Municipal 
Bridge, to the $1,200,000 already available for the 
hospital. Consent of the voters is necessary, but 
this will no doubt be freely given if the proposal is 
placed on the ballot. 

As in many other aspects »f the 1923 bond issue, 
the Negro hospital item was not accurately estimated. 
With $1,200,000, on the testimony of City Engineer 
Bowen, it will be possible only to complete the 
administration and service buildings and one wing of 
the ward building, to accommodate 300 patients. If 
the northeast approach funds are diverted, the city 
could complete the entire hospital, including a 
nurses’ home, superintendent's residence and accom- 
modations for 600 patients. 

Anyone at all familiar with conditions at City How 
pital No. 2 knows how badly the Negro population 
needs new hospital facilities. Ten years have elapsed 
since the bond issue was passed and, in the mean- 
time, a condition of near-emergency has been created. 
Part of the delay was due to a dispute over the 
location of the new hospital, one group contending 
for its construction as a unit in the City Hospital : 
group and ancther arguing for its complete separa- 
tien. But now that controversy is settled, every / 
possible means should be used to make the new hos-

AUTO FATALITIES AND LICENSE LAWS. 

At first glance, 1932 was a better rear for auto 
safety than 1931, for the mortality figures were 29,000 
and 33,500, respectively. However, when the reduced 
use of motor vehicles last year is considered, it is 
seen that the death rate really was higher. In a 
painstaking survey of motor accidents by the Trav- 
elers’ Insurance Co., it is pointed out that auto reg- 
istration and gasoline consumption were 7 to § per 
cent lower in 1932 than in 1931, giving a number of 
cars in use corresponding with the figure for 1923. 
Yet in the latter year there were only 27,600 motor 
fatalities. This gives for 1932 an increase of about 
& per cent, or 1400 lives. 

Safety campaigns and better traffic regulation 
laws have failed to keep down the increasing mor- 
tality. Only one method bas been found that reduces 
it materially, the licensing of drivers. The report

STORY of old Japan, as 
told by Lafcadio Hearn, 
gives us a hint each of us

Responding to One No 
Trump With a Five-Card 
Suit 
HEN you have only four-card 
suits to bid, it is true in a gen- 


eral way that the weaker the 
suit, the greater the inducement to 


When the responding partner has 
a five-card suit, the situation is 
exactly the reverse. The weaker 
his hand—assuming that it is not 
so feeble that he must pass—the 
greater the need to bid and rebid 
the suit. This is because a five 
card suit effers a safety refuge 
which is not available for a four- 
card suit. With a five-card suit, one 
can convey a warning of weakness 
by rebidding it. Four-card suits 
may not be rebid unless raised by 
partner, and then only im very ex- 
ceptional circumstances when there 
is no danger of a misfit and only a 
remote possibility that the game 
contract will not be easy to fulfill. 

More Theory. 

By insisting that no trumps be 
not bid originally with a worthless 
doubleton, we provide against the 
risk of a complete misfit for any 
\five-card suit in the responding 
(hand. It will always find trump 
support to the extent of at least 
Q x or x x x, and generally some 
thing very much more substantial 
than this. Then again, the weaker 
the support for any one suit, the 
stronger the rest of the opening 
bidder's holdings in the other three 
suits, or the greater the probability 
‘that he has a strong unbid five- 
card suit in which to find a safer 
coatract. ‘ 

Since, therefore, a five-card take- 
out will find enough support in the 
openers hand to guard against 
there being a real misfit, it is not 
only safe but also highly advisable 
that the responder should take out 
even with a very weak suit in a 
very weak hand. Now that we are 
dealing with a five-card suit, the 
bid is not only constructive, it is 
also an insurance against a bad no- 
trump contract, offering as it does 
an escape into a suit contract 
which may be defeated but cannot 
constitute a serious misfit, or be 
severely penalized. 

From the constructive point of 
view, the advantages of having a 
five-card suit to work with are 
readily apparent. Guarded against 
the risk of a downright misfit by 
the implication of the original no 
trumper, the five-card suit will gen- 
erally be brought into useful action, 
perhaps only after conceding one or 
even two tricks in it to the enemy. 
It should serve, in no-trump play, 
to give the declarer discards of 
losers from his own hand; by forc- 
ing the opponents to discard, it will 
guide and assist his development of 
plays in other suits, not without 
hope of squeeze or end play. 

Furthermore, if he does have to 
concede one or two tricks in the 
long suit in order to clear it, the 
adversaries will, after taking these 
tricks, be making leads which will 
remove guesses or save tricks for 
him. When he has to concede two 
tricks in the long suit, his other 
holdings should be so fortified with 
|temaces or high cards that he is 
likely to gain substantially every 
time the opponents have to make 
a lead. 

To sum up, the possession of a 
five-card suit to work with offers 
advantages of play far greater than 
,one or two additional high cards in 
a short-suited responding hand. The 
latter’s playing values are apparent 
and visible. The former’s are latent 
and therefore far more difficult to 
parry.

The box- 
like silhouette with its broad 
shoulders and swaggering lines has 
been designed for tall, willowy fig- 
ures who like to make the most of 
their athletic appearance. Severe 
tailleurs with wide lapels and 
skirts looking as much like trous- 
ers as possible are provided for the 
Dietrich imitators. And for the 
woman who knows that femininity 
becomes her best, suits with fur- 
trimming and other frilly details 
are included. 

Doubters who aren't satisfied 
with the variety of suits outlined 
above may want to consider some 
versatile qualities which aid in the 
popularity of this style trend. Some 
suits have two skirts; others can be 
worn wrong side out. Some have 
detachable fur-trimmed collars or 
capes. Others may have two coats, 
as mentioned above, or substitute

Variety of colors and materials 
is as apparent as variety of styl- 
ing. Shades of dark or violet navy 
blue, beige and gray predominate, 
but there are checks, pin stripes 
and novelty flecked fabrics in ad- 
dition to plain fabrics to avoid any 
possibility of monotony. The use 
of two shades of gray, two shades 
of blue, or two shades of beige for 
one suit also adds interest. Choice 
of materials depends largely upon 
the type of the suit. Tweeds, man- 
nish worsteds, twills and crepe 
woolens have important roles. 


HILE the type of suit also 
W governs the silhouette to great 

extent, just as it does the 
choice of materials and colors, the 
wide shoulder theme is apparent in 
all of the suits. Padded shoulders 
are resorted to on some mannish 
outfits, while shoulder bands of fur 
provide the width on dressier mod- 
els. Cape themes also contribute 
to this trend. Skirts remain as 
slender as is conveniently possible, 
fullness being inserted at the side 
seams by unobtrusive pleats. 

The five suits sketched are typi- 
cal of those which St. Louis stores 
offer for your approval. Each one 
is a different type, thus illustrating 
the scope of styles for the coming 
season. At extreme left is a short

jacket suit of bright navy novelty 
wool crepe. The jacket has the 
new Peter Pan collar, with an extra 
collar of white pique over the one 
of the suit fabric. A narrow 
string tie of the fabric emphasizes 
the youthful collar theme. Sleeves 
are pleated at the long shoulder 
line to emphasize fullness at the 
elbows where a bell effect is intro- 
duced. Graduated tucks across the 
front of the jacket suggest a sun- 
burst trimming note. The four- 
gored skirt has a wide, attached 
belt. 

A tailored suit of mannish cloth 
is shown second from left. The 
jacket and one skirt are of Oxford 
gray, and a second skirt is of light 
gray, so that the costume may be 
varied. When the light skirt is 
worn, as shown in the sketch, the 
suit assumes a more sports-like ap- 
pearance, and when the dark skirt 
is worn, it becomes severely tail- 
ored. The double-breasted jacket 
has mannish lapels and a tailored 
sleeve cut like a man’s coat. The 
skirts have glish trouser pleats 
at the waistifhe and kick pleats at 
either side to provide necessary 
width. 

Illustrated a little below the man- 
nish costume is a practical three- 
piece suit which promises to be a 
favorite from early until late in the 
season. One jacket is quite short, 
ending about half-way between the 
waistline and hip bone, and the 


other jacket or topcoat is seven- 
eighths length. The coat has the 
long shoulder line with a scarf tie 
attached to the back of the stand- 
ing collar, slipped through at either 
side of the front and tied or left 
with ends flying. The material is 
yellow beige tweed flecked with 
black. 

At the right of this figure is a 
clever suit idea featuring the new 
reversible shepherd’s check woolen. 
Although this consists of only two 
pieces, a cape and a skirt, it can 
be worn four different ways and 
therefore provides four different 
costumes. The cape can be worn 
with the checked side out and the 
skirt with the plain side out. Or 
the idea can be reversed. An entire 
checked surface provides the third 
costume, while the use of the entire 
plain surface outside provides the 
fourth. Excellent details of tailor- 
ing were necessary to assure per- 
fect fitting without cutting the ma- 
terial. 

At upper right in the layout is a 
dressier suit than the others. It is 
of a novelty gray crepe woolen 
woven in such a way that it intro- 
duces a variegated gray appear- 
ance. The short jacket with its 
shoulder cape which criss-crosses 
in front and fastens at one side 
adds a circle of silver fox which 
swings down into an oval in the 
back. The skirt has kick pleats 
at either side.

era. The five rooms consist of 
living and dining room, with a tiny 
sun porch or study on the first 
floor and two bedrooms and bath 
above. 

During the next few weeks we 
intend to furnish this house on the 
budget plan. As this type of house 
can be bought in these times for 
under $10,000 our expenditures in 
furnishing must be in line with the 
cost of the house. According to 
Government statistics 25 per cent 
,of the cost of the home should be 
invested in the furnishings. Thus, 
we are permitted about $2000 to 
make our home attractive and 
livable; an adequate sum if every 
piece is carefully chosen and no 
expensive mistakes are made. 


There are many ways of avoid- 
ing these costly errors in home 
furnishing. The very best way is 
'to budget the proportionate 
|}amount which should be expended 
|}on each room and then to decide 


individual items such as _ drapes, 
rugs and furniture of the room. 
Thus, in a five-room house, accord- 
ing to averages worked out, about 
30 per cent should be spent on liv- 
ing room furnishings, 20 per cent 
each on dining room and master 
bedroom, 15 per cent for the guest 
room or nursery and the remain- 
ing 15 per cent for sunroom or 
study. 

Naturally, individual tastes an 
problems must be taken. into cop- 
sideration on any workable budget 
plan. The size of rooms, the so- 
cial life of the community and the 


diversity of personal interests are 


all factors which must be deliber- 
ated upon. Hence, a family which 
entertains quite often might spend 
a little more on the dining room 
while another, where baby is 
“king,” will have a model nur- 
sery. 

Of course, we have chosen the 
most advantageous time of the 
year to furnish our budget house. 
February means furniture month 
and there is no question that we 
will get more for our money now 
then at any other time. In fact, 
this may help us, not only to stay 
within our budget but to actually 
save money.

Roast Beef Dinner 
With Mushrooms 


And Stuffed Figs 


By GLADYS T. LANG. | 


ALZBURG soup will make a 
‘ fine introduction to a roast beef 

dinner. Most people are quite 
successful in preparing a roast but 
for those who have in the past, 
been afraid to try it, these direc- 
tions will probably be helpful. It 
is important, when buying a roast, 
to ask for a heavy piece of beef 
which has been hung for quite @ 
while. It is well to buy a large 
roast, at least three ribs, for then 
the meat is likely to be juicier, and 
since there are so many good ways 
of using the beef scraps, even a 
small family can use a roast of 
this size. 
Most people cannot conceive of 
a roast of beef without roasted po- 
tatoes, but in this menu we will 
substitute scalloped potatoes with 
onions for the latter. Spinach ring 
filled with browned mushrooms 
will make a seasonable vegetable. 
With this a wilted lettuce salad 
may be served. Stuffed steamed 
figs for dessert. 

Salzburg Soup. 

Buy a three-pound end of veal 
shank. Place the meat in a kettle 
and cover with four quarts of wa- 
ter and heat until it comes to a 
boil. Add one large onion, several 
stalks of celery, one bay leaf, one 
cup of tomato pulp (optional), a 
few carrots.and one-half cup of 
rice. Simmer slowly for four or 
five hours. Remove the meat. 
(This may be browned and used 
for croquettes.) Cool and skim, 
then reheat. Season with salt and 
pepper. Cut rather stale bread 
very thin and then in very thin 
slivers and toast very dry. Just 
before serving add one-fourth cup 
of chopped chives to the soup and 
pass a dish of the dried bread. 


Roast of Beef: 

Wipe the roast well and brown 
quickly in a hot oven. Salt and 
pepper after browning. Bake for 
one and a half hours for a six- 
pound rvuast if liked medium rare. 
Baste frequently with drippings in 
pan. Remove meat and drain off 
grease leaving about two table- 
spoons in the pan. To this add one 
large tablespoon of flour and two 
and a half cups of water and boil 
for five minutes. Serve with this 
brown gravy and some horseradish 
Sauce, or surround with horserad- 
ish beets. 


Horseradish Sauce. 

Four tablespoons of grated fresh 
horseradish. 

One teaspoon of sugar. 

One teaspoon of salt. 

Two teasroons of prepared 
tard. 

Two teaspoons of vinegar. 

One-half teaspoon of pepper. 

Mix the horseradish with the 
other ingredients. Add three or four 
tablespoons of cream, and if too 
thick add slowly a little more vin- 
egar. Heat but do not boil. 


Horseradish Beets. 

Peel large uncooked beets. With 
a sharp knife cut in petals. Steam 
for one hour. Cool in ice water 
and fill centers with prepared 
horseradish mixed with a little 
cream. Garnish the roast platter 
with these beet roses. 

Scalloped Potatoes and Onions. 

Peel six mediur sized potatoes 
and slice in thin slices. Lay a layer 
of the sliced potatoes in a baking 
dish and add salt, pepper and a 
light sprinkling of flour, then a 
layer of sliced onions. Repeat un-

Variety of Uses 
For Leftover Dough 


Leftover pit dough should be se- 
curely wrapped in waxed paper and 
stored at once in a very cold place. 
It may then be used any time with- 
in a week. Strips of dough one- 
half inch wide and two inches long, 
sprinkled with cheese and browned 
‘in a moderate oven are tasty to 
serve with appetizers, soups or 
salads. Bits of the dough may be 
rolled out and fitted into shallow 
patty pans and when baked the 
cases serve as containers for 
creamed foods, pie fillings or fresh 
or canned fruits. 
A circle of pie dough fitted over 
the top of creamed meat, fish or 
fowl placed in a baking dish de 
velops into a “pot pie.” 


Liver in Varied Ways. 
To use the cheaper kinds of liver 
grind it and combine it with other 
foods for such dishes as creamed 
liver, liver hash, liver and rice loaf 
and liver croquettes.
